Born  in  Toronto,  Canada,  Mr.  Gelber 
was  educated  at  Upper  Canada  College 
and  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  He  was 
a  Rhodes  Scholar  at  Balliol  College,  Ox¬ 
ford,  and  spent  a  number  of  years  in 
England.  At  the  University  of  Toronto, 
as  a  member  of  the  Department  of  His¬ 
tory,  he  taught  international  relations. 
During  the  war  he  served  with  the  Royal 
Canadian  Air  Force,  from  which  he  re¬ 
tired  in  1945  with  the  rank  of  Flight- 
Lieutenant.  Before  his  retirement  he 
directed  the  Service  program  of  educa¬ 
tion  in  public  affairs. 

Both  of  his  books  were  published  by 
the  Oxford  University  Press — “The  Rise 
of  Anglo-American  Friendship”  in  1938 
and  “Peace  by  Power"  in  1942.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  many  English  and  Canadian 
journals,  he  has  contributed  in  the 
United  States  to  “The  Virginia  Quarterly 
Review”  and  Foreign  Affairs.”

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From  the  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Kertzer 

It  is  welcome  news  to  many  congre¬ 
gants  that  a  new  Men’s  Club  is  about  to 
be  launched.  Several  weeks  ago,  a  group 
of  men  to  canvass  the  feasibility  of 
a  men’s  group  within  the  Synagogue. 
The  response  was  spontaneously  enthus¬ 
iastic.  There  was  singular  unanimity 
about  the  need  for  a  strong  Men’s  Club 
that  would  round  out  our  congregational 
program  in  these  directions: 

First,  a  welding  together  of  our  mem¬ 
bership  in  social  fellowship.  Though  all 
of  us  have  a  full  social  program,  we 
have  had  relatively  few  opportunities  for 
widening  our  acquaintanceship  within 
the  congregation.  Our  membership  roster 
now  contains  over  700  families,  with  the 
consequence  that  our  associations  have 
tended  to  become  formalized  and  im¬ 
personal.  The  Men’s  Club,  as  a  counter¬ 
part  of  the  Sisterhood,  can  contribute 
materially  to  a  spirit  of  comradeship  and 
sociability. 

In  the  second  place,  we  have  neglected 
our  communal  responsibilities  as  a 
group.  While  many  congregants  are  ac¬ 
tive  in  every  phase  of  Jewish  and  civic 
endeavor,  as  a  congregation  we  have 
done  little  to  promote  and  aid  civic  en¬ 
terprises,  inter-faith  projects,  and  many 
social  and  educational  activities  that  are 
the  common  problem  of  all  citizens  of 
our  city.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Men’s 
Club  to  fill  this  lacuna  in  our  congrega¬ 
tional  life  with  an  ambitious  civic  affairs 
program. 

These  are  but  two  new  avenues  that 
can  and  should  be  opened  by  our  Men’s 


Club.  Those  of  us  who  have  been  pres¬ 
ent  at  the  initial  meetings  of  the  interim 
committee  have  been  delighted  with  the 
earnestness  and  the  zest  with  which  they 
have  tackled  the  many  problems  con¬ 
fronting  a  neophyte  organization.  They 
have  wisely  moved  at  a  slow  pace.  By 
the  end  of  the  season,  we  will  witness 
the  birth  of  an  organization  which  prom¬ 
ises  to  add  much  to  the  vitality  and  use¬ 
fulness  of  our  congregation. 

When  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  reader,  we  will  be  mark¬ 
ing  National  Brotherhood  Week.  I  have 
often  tried  to  analyze  the  psychological 
reasons  for  that  impulse  in  our  national 
make-up  which  prompts  us  to  create  spe¬ 
cial  weeks  devoted  to  particular  ideals 
or  principles. 

The  simplest  psychological  explanation 
is  to  draw  a  parallel  with  the  Jewish 
tradition  of  festivals,  each  of  them  ear¬ 
marked  for  contemplation  of  ideals  such 
as  liberty,  thanksgiving,  reverence  for 
Torah  and  the  like.  But  the  analogy 
breaks  down  under  closer  scrutiny. 

There  are  no  biblical  provisions  en¬ 
joining  us  “to  love  our  neighbor  as  our¬ 
selves  — -  every  February  or  March.’' 
Judaism  has,  I  believe  with  deliberate 
intent,  limited  its  festival  ideals  to  group 
experiences  rather  than  to  personal  ethi¬ 
cal  precepts.  Hence  we  have  no  counter¬ 
part  to  the  spirit  of  Christmas,  which 
bids  us  practice  good  will  at  least  one 
season  in  the  year. 

Though  Brotherhood  Week  does  not 
draw  its  inspiration  from  Jewish  tradi¬ 
tion,  we  know  that  its  financial  and  moral 
support  comes  very  largely  from  Jewish 
sources.  During  the  past  year  there  have 
been  growing  signs  of  cynicism  on  the 
part  of  American  Jews  about  the  entire 
good-will  movement.  In  part,  the  resent¬ 
ment  has  stemmed  from  the  publication 
of  editorials  by  prominent  Protestant 
leaders  hailing  their  good-will  work  as 
an  excellent  beginning  towards  mission¬ 
ary  work  among  Jews. 

My  own  feeling  is  that  Brotherhood 
Week  can  be  an  instrument  for  good  if 
it  is  utilized  for  a  frank  appraisal  of 
our  inter-faith  efforts.  I  should  like  to 
see  the  week  used,  not  simply  as  an  oc¬ 
casional  of  fraternal  feasting,  -  but  of 
brotherly  frankness.  I  should  like  to  say 
to  my  neighbor:  “This  is  a  good  time  to 
talk  with  the  candor  of  brothers  ...  we 
will  work  with  you  .  .  .  join  with  you 
in  common  enterprises,  but  let  it  be
